WASHINGTON. Feb. 12.— (/P)— 
Michael V. DiSalle, the govern­ 
ment’s price director, said today 
he expects the general price level 
to go up another “five or six per 
cent, or even more” before some 
degree of 
stability is 
achieved, 
probably about midsummer. 
“I am in complete disagreement 
with some of the* economists who 
say that maybe in 
five months 
we’ll have a three-point rise,” Di- 
Salle said. “I think it’s going to be 
higher than that. 
“I’d be tickled to death if by 
June or July we would begin to sec 
some results of stability. 
I’m no 
optimist about what is going to 
happen.” 
As DiSalle exprcscd this view 
in a copyrighted interview with 
the magazine 
U. S. News 
and 
i World Report,” growing dissatis­ 
faction with progress of the Eco­ 
nomic 
Stabilization 
Program 
on 
the part of big segments of organ­ 
ized labor piled up new headaches 
for him and wage controls offic­ 
ials. 
DiSalle indicated 
that his 
of­ 
fice of price stabilization (OPS) 
will move as rapidly as it can to 
supplant the initial price freeze, 
at peak levels in the Dec. 19-Jan. 
25 period, with specific regulations 
for each industry. 
He said, as he has before, that 
he believes the most effective type 
of price control fair to both busi­ 
ness and consumers is one which 
fixer profit margins.
